Antioch township's tax demands

Live Stock Meeting on 
Next Thursday to Have 
Pasture Use as Feature 



If you want to know how to make 
the best use of grass and legume 
pastures this year, come to the live- 
stock management meeting to be 
held at the Farm Bureau hall at 
Grayslake on Thursday, Feb. 23, 
starting at 1:15 p. m., farm adviser 
Ray T. Nicholas says. 

G. R. "Dick" Carlisle, livestock 
extension specialist at the Illinois 
College of Agricuture, will be on 
hand to lead the meeting and dis- 
cuss some of the various problems 
in livestock management. 

Use of pasture by livestock prob- 
ably will be the most important part 
of livestock management in 1950, 
Nicholas says. There are three rea- 
sons why this is true. 

First, there are many acres of 
rough land in Illinois which at 
present are not productive enough 
to contribute their share of farm 
income. Only after they are produc- 
ing pasture which is utilized by 
livestock will these rough acres be- 
come an asset instead of a liability. 

Second, acreage controls on many 
crops seem certain. If acreage allot- 
ments arc put into force, the land 
thrown out of grain production must 
either lie idle or be put into grasses 
and legumes. The best way to use 
these grasses and legumes is by 
feeding it to livestock. 

Third, farm income is declining 
much faster than farm expenses and 
most farmers are looking for ways 
to keep costs down. One good way 
to cut cos's Is to use large amounts 
of pasture and roughage in live- 
stock production. 

During the management meeting 
Thursday, Carlisle will discuss sys. 
terns of beef cattle feeding "which 
take various amounts of roughage. 
He will use both experimental re- 
sults and practical experience stor- 
ies of Illinois farmers to illustrate 
these sysems. 

He will cover the value of pasture 
in hog production from the stand- 
point of lowered costs, and show 
that where hogs are produced on 
legumes grown in rotation, all the 
mystery Is taken out of swine feed- 
Inf. He will also discuss drylot feed-

The Deadly Fruits of Carelessness 

Last year there was steady improvement in 
the nation's fire defenses, according to the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters. Yet the United States 
suffered a blazing series of serious fires, with heavy 
loss of life. 

Worst of all the burning of a steamship at its 
Toronto dock — 118 died, most of them Americans. 
Second worst was the hospital fire in Effingham, Illi- 
nois, which took 75 lives. Thirty-two other major 
blazes, most of which could have been prevented, also 
caused exceptionally heavy destruction and many 
deaths. 

In the opinion of W. E. Mallalieu, general mana- 
ger of the National Board, "Carelessness was a fac- 
tor in most of the fires during 1949. Neglect of fire 
protection, poor housekeeping and lack of employe 
training in fire safety were the chief factors in making 
big fires out of otherwise small ones." 

The total destruction marked up by fire for this 
single year should be sufficient to make anyone stop 
and think. Direct property loss came to more than 
$067,500,000. That marked the first drop in annual 
losses since 1942— even so, it was only 6.1 per cent 
below the all-time record for destruction set in 1948. 
And total fire deaths exceeded 10,000— to say nothing 
of the other thousands, including a high proportion of 
children, who were maimed and disfigured, some 
for life. 

The National Board urges intensified efforts to 
prevent fire and save lives during the present year. 
Every intelligent Amriean will agree to that and act 
on it. 

You Can't Eat Grass 

The Daily Drovers Journal, of Chicago, recent- 
ly said. "You. a human being, cannot eat grass. But a 
cow or a sheep can, and they'll turn the grass into 
many things you can eat and wear. There you have 
the fundamental reason why the country -should go 
on maintaining its herds of livestock at the highest 
possible level." 



A very large part of our livestock population 
is raised on grasses and grains which are fit only for 
consumption by these animals. If It weren't for the 
livestock industry, they would be entirely wasted. 
The meat animals wax fat and healthy on them — and 
thus the nation gets its beef and lamb, along with 
hundreds of other commodities, ranging a wide scale 
from fertilizer to such vital drugs as insulin, which 
arc by-products of the packing industry. These by- 
products, Incidentally, actually help materially in 
holding down the price of meat to the consumer and 
increasing the value of the producer's livestock. 
Nothing is wasted— everything plays a part In meet- 
ing the cost of carrying on the business. And, the 
packers earn a profit of but a fraction of a cent per 
pound. 

It Is forecast that as our population grows the 
demand for meat will continue to increase, and that 
the meat supply will Increase with It. From the point 
of view to the farmer, meat animals constitute one of 
the very best crops. A year-round cash market is al- 
ways open to him. The price naturally varies, but it 
is an honest reflection of the supply-demand situation 
at the time he sells. Meat is, moreover, agriculture's 
principal source of cash income. Livestock can be 
raised and marketed on a small scale or a large. And 
meat In some form, finally, is found in the dally diet 
of practically everyone.

Axle Grease and Hoof Oil 

Some eighty years ago one of the nation's pio- 
neer oil companies was incorporated. Its principal 
founder, according to Life Magazine, "was quick to 
see a vast future — in kerosene, axle grease and hoof 
oil."

Wilmol High school district Is 
right back where It was six months 
ago. That was the thought advanced 
today by the "citizens group" which 
advocated a special district meeting 
to be held Feb. 14 and 15. On those 
days, electors of the school district 
will be asked to vote on a $350,000 
nddltion to the present school. The 
voting Is practically the same step 
the district was asked to take on 
Aug. 24, 1040, the group said on 
Aug, 24, the district was asked to 
decide between a new high school 
or an addition to the presen: school. 
On Feb. 14 and 15, It will be asked 
to decide "yes or no" on an addition.' 
"It was quite generally understood 
when the district was enlarged that 
additional school room would be 
needed and the first logical step 
would be to enlarge the present, 
high schol building," the group said, 
in a prepared statement. At the an- 
nual meeting on June 27, 1040, the f 
school board was instructed to ap- 
point an advisory committee con- 
sisting of one member from each 
municipality in the district which! 
would work out building plans,' 

"Nine out of 11 on the committee 
recommended an addition to the 
present building. Two out of 11 
recommended a completely new 
building. Due to the insistence of 
the two members, a plan was work- 
ed out which would enable the vot- 



ers of the district to express their 
preference rather than vote yes or 
no on the program favored by the 
majority. The vote was for an ad- 
dition, but it was ruled illegal by 
the state attorney general's office. 
The district is now voting on a com- 
bination gymnasium and auditorium 
that would seat approximately 1,000 
persons and contain five classrooms, 
four for academic studies and one 
with complete shop facilities. This 
will be a yes or no vote. This plan 
will not take anything away from 
anyone. It would not close the pres- 
ent high school and literally destroy 
a building worth $300,000. It will 
provide a modern, fire-safe high 
school building conservatively valu- 
ed at $650,000. "It seems at this lime 
that the request for a $350,000 addi- 
tion is most logical for it will take 
care of the immediate problem ade- 
quately and at the same time will 
not be a mistake in any long range 
planning, It will allow for the county 
school committee and all interested 
individuals to consider future de- 
velopment. It will allow time to 
bring our school laws up to date. 
And at the same time It will not 
deny students attending school the 
privilege of a good education.
